The sham battle, or rather the naval 
engagement, which was a fitting close to 
the national encampment at Milwaukee 
on Thursday evening, was one of the 
greatest demonstrations of the kind seen 
IU the United States since the close of 
the war. It was a sight that cannot be 
fitly described on paper. 
There were 
some fifty or sixty vessels on the lake 
which took part in the engagement, and 
some twenty or thiriy pieces cf shore ar­ 
tiller, besides a large number of infantry 
armed with muskets. The battle opened 
about half-past seven o'clock. The evening 
was one of the moat beautiful that could 
be desired. 
When the signal was given 
to open fire, [there was something ex­ 
ceedingly war-like in the surroundings. 
The booming of [cannon, the rattle of 
musketry, the screeching of shells, the 
bursting of rockets, made the scene some 
thing akin to to one of the great sieges 
of civil war time with which the grand 
army is quite familiar, This thundering 
of battle from land a lake fracas was kept 
up for fully one hour and a quarter, aud 
to no one did the sound become weary. 
It was a grand sight coupled with grand 
souuds, and was musical and inspiring to 
the tens of 
thousands 
of 
veter­ 
ans who were fortunate enough rn being 
able to attend the encampment. 
At half past eight o’clock a dense 
smoke from the cannonading settled up­ 
on the lake hiding the illuminated ves­ 
sels from view/and then began the whist­ 
ling of all the steam crafts on the take, 
following was the burning of a vessel, 
which was thoroughly blown up. Con­ 
nected with ail this thrilling Spectacle, 
which in excitement and interest sur­ 
passed anything seen in tdis country for 
years, were the fire works, sent up from 
the vessels. 
There were 2,000 men who took part in 
the battle, and the cost was not less than 
810,000. 
Tnere were fired more than 
40,000 pounds of ammunition by the in­ 
fantry, and 3,000 shells and 4,500 rockets 
were fired by tho batteries; and in addi­ 
tum to this some 20,000 pounds of fire­ 
works were consumed. 
The scene from beginning to end was 
a grand one. 
It was intensely exciting' 
and 
as 
a display 
it 
was 
magni- 
ficaut. 
As to the number of 
per­ 
sons 
who 
witnessed 
this 
thrilling 
naval spectacle, it would be difficult to 
place the figures too Jiigh. 
Anywhere 
from 200,000 to 300,000 would be near 
enough. 
This much may be said with­ 
out exaggeration, th a*: there were more 
people furnished seats on the lake front 
for this naval battle in Milwaukee, than 
were ever before seated for any occas­ 
ion in this country. 
History does not 
f aroi eh another instance of a quarter of a 
million people congregating in one mass 
for the purpose of witnessing on exhibi­ 
tion of aoy kind. 
The national encampment was won­ 
derfully successful, and Milwaukee did 
her duly nobly. 
She was fully equal to 
the occasion. 
Not a blunder was made. 
With admirable tkiH the entire pre- 
gramme was earned oui; and for the 
manner in which the city was decorated, 
and 'or the generous provision regimen­ 
tal headquarters, she has the profound 
thanks of all interested. So the encamp­ 
ment which, in the early part of the sea­ 
son had to contend with so many obsta­ 
cles, finally proved to be one of the very 
beet ever held. 
Well done Milwaukee.

M ilw a u k ee, 
WIs., Aug. 
39.—More 
than 150,000 people sat in the biggest 
amphitheater in the world Thursday night 
and saw a fine display of fireworks. 
The 
occasion was the great naval battle which 
bad beet} so extensively advertised. 
As a 
representation of a naval engagement it 
was rather weak, but as a fire-works ex­ 
hibition it was first-class. 
In arranging 
for the battle the managers forgot one 
very important factor and that was the 
traditional “smoke of battle.” 
It was a 
still, sultry night, and after tho first big 
guns of the shore batteries had been going 
five minutes the immense crowd was envel­ 
oped in Smoke, while a dense cloud hung 
over the bay. 
After that it was like look­ 
ing at a fourth of July fireworks exhibi­ 
tion through smoked glass. 
But the big 
guns boomed, the musketry rattled, and 
the fireworks fizzed until all tho ammuni­ 
tion was exhausted. 
The beginning of the battle was a bril­ 
liant spectacle. 
Red lights burned for 
two miles down the shores of the bay and 
illuminated everything for a long distance 
out into the lake. 
The water was calm 
ana on its placid bosom wore several hun­ 
dred crafts of all sizes and designs. 
All 
were illuminated by red fire, and all at a 
signal discharged 
rockets. 
Then the 
shore batteries opened 
fire 
and the 
flashing of the cannon, their dull roar, 
and the blazing rockets were impressive 
and inspiring. 
But it only lasted a 
few minutes. 
Then the big cloud of smoke 
smothered the enthusiasm and 
shut off 
the view. 
No one know where the vessels 
wore or what they were doing. The burn­ 
ing of the big three-masted vessel was not 
an impressive spectacle. 
It was anchored 
so far out that it looked about tho size of 
a beer k*g. 
The blowing up of the other 
vessel was also a dreary fizzle. 
It was 
anchored off Grand Haven and when it 
blew up there was only a splutter, a tiny 
cloud of smoko, and a report like tho 
crackle in a telephone. 
The crowd, how­ 
ever, was a grand one, and a larger one 
has probably never before teen seated in 
the West

The plan of battle as carried out was as 
follows: 
A fleet of men-of-war, supported 
by an off-shore fleet, tried to enter Mil­ 
waukee harbor under cover of a mortar 
fleet anchored a couple of thousand feet off 
the shore of the bay, tho intention being to 
shell the city and compel its capitulation. 
The city is defended by a long line of gun 
and mortar batteries, so stationed that the 
attacking fleet must silence the guns before 
it can storm the city. 
The batteries are 
supported by an army of infantry men 
ready 
to 
repel an attack when tho 
marines try to effect a landing In small 
boats. 
The war vessels maneuver in a 
circle so as to pour their deadly fire as 
they pass each way,supplemented with that 
of tho stationary mortar fleet. 
For the 
first half hour there was an incessant dis­ 
charge of rockets and shells, cannonading 
from shore, and musketry on land and sea. 
Then there is a lull, during which desul­ 
tory fighting continues, the seamen mak­ 
ing ineffectual attempts to land in small 
boats. 
After this repulse tho engagement 
is resumed with renewed vigor until tho 
disabled fleet is compelled to withdraw— 
that is, until the ammunition gives out. 
In order to carry out the battle several 
thousand men were required on shore and 
water. 
The three fleets comprised sixty- 
five vessels of various descriptions, from 
yachts of seventy or eighty tons burden to 
tho big revenue cutters sent here by Uncle 
{■Jam. 
There was on shore every available 
man of [the 4th battalion and a large 
contingent of the Sons of Veterans, 
who 
volunteered for the service. 
There were 
fired 70,000 rounds of musketry and 20,000 
pounds of fireworks. 
Three thousand 
shells were sent into the air and 4,500 
rockets 
soared 
aloft. 
One 
of 
the 
features 
of 
the 
pyrotechnic 
display 
was 
several 
flights 
of 
rockets, two of the flights consisting of 
1,000 rockets discharged simultaneously, 
and another of IOO parachutes. Thousands 
of people came up from Chicago to see the 
battle, and undoubtedly expected to see a 
Teat deal more than they did. 
As a 
eteran aptly remarked: 
“It’s just what 
I always said. 
Battles ain’t what people 
thinks they are. 
This is like a real one, 
’cause you can see nothin’ but smoke. 
I 
never seen anything else, and I’ve been in 
a good many. 
It’s too lifelike to satisfy 
people that’s done nothin’ but read about 
battles and look at chromos,” 
And he 
was dead right 
The late returns indicate that the sham 
naval battle was not an entirelyibloodless 
affair. 
On the United States ship Fessen­ 
den a premature discharge of one of the 
cannons injured two men. 
Charles Matte- 
scbeck and John Schultz, sailors, were 
wounded about the body and head. 
Both 
are at the Emergency 
hospital, 
and 
Schultz may not recover. 
Two gunners 
on the mortar boats were also injured by 
the explosion of a mortar. 
Their wounds 
are in the legs and they will recover. 
They were also taken to the Emergency 
hospital. 
A Crush of Visitors. 
Thursday was the great day of the en­ 
campment, so far as the crowds are con­ 
cerned. 
The naval battle was the big 
drawing card. 
It was like the big rush on 
Monday. 
Trains arrived at the union de­ 
pot and at the Northwestern at short in­ 
tervals all day, and the main streets were 
completely blocked for a distance of six or 
seven blocks around the business conter. 
The crowd, or multitude it might be more 
properly called, was a peculiar one. 
It 
was restless, aud it moved back and forth 
in uncertain currents. The people were ail 
waiting for the big aquatic event of the 
evening, and simply walked and stumbled 
along because there was nothing else to do. 
For the first time the 
street restau­ 
rants 
and 
refreshment 
stands 
did 
a roaring 
business 
and 
tho 
mon 
who 
sold out 
or 
closed 
up were 
disgusted at their lack of foresight. 
In 
front of the Plankinton house there was a 
'jam on the street from 8 o’clock in the 
morning until 6:30, when the army moved 
toward the lake shore. 
The crowd was a 
great leveler and many a distinguished 
man was swept off the sidewalk into the 
street, where the crowd was only a trifle 
less dense. 
Bsass bands and drum corps 
were everywhere, vainly endeavoring to 
blow or beat their way out of the big jam 
of fully 100,000 people. 
Street fakirs 
and peddlers of badges, army songs, and 
souvenirs had a hard time of it, the 
em 


afternoon. 
Although the peddlers’of flags 
aud souvenirs complain that their sales 
have been very light, nearly every one 
wears some sort of a badge or medal. 
Some of these are noticeably inappropriate 
for the wearers. 
Small boys wear badges 
of the veteran corps: old ladies pose as 
Sons of Veterans, and a big darky in tho 
crowd was seen upon whoso breast reposed 
the white badge of tho Woman’s Relief 
corps. 
Tho novelty of meeting a man 
who used to eat more than his share of tho 
rations more than twenty. Avo years ago, 
or who gave a drink out of a canteen for 
pound of chewing tobacco at Chickamauga, 
is wearing off with the veterans. 
It is too 
much like the old times when everybody 
was hustling for himself. 
IIii*iii«>Na of the Encam pment. 
A little row was caused in the encamp­ 
ment proceedings over tho proposition to 
indorse the “ Ladies of tho Grand Army of 
the Republic.” 
The opposition declared 
that the Grand Army wants no more 
auxiliary organizations and 
said 
tho 
“ Ladies of the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic” ought to join the Woman’s Relief 
corps if they want to help the old soldiers 
and the order. 
Finally the resolution was 
amended to read: 
“Bid the Woman’s Re­ 
lief corps godspeed in its work.” 
The project to indorse the administra­ 
tion of the pension bureau by Corporal 
Tanner povoked the next fight, and for a 
long time the encampment wrangled over 
the wording of the resolution. 
Mr. 
Per­ 
kins of Kansas introduced a resolution 
heartily thanking the 
administration of 
President Harrison for the honor it had 
conferred on the Grand Army in appoint­ 
ing Corporal Tanner as pension commis­ 
sioner, and heartily indorsing his conduct 
of the bureau, bccauso it was erected 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 
soldiers 
and 
sailors 
of 
the 
late 
war, 
and denouncing the “bitter and malig­ 
nant” criticism of the press upon his offi­ 
cial conduct. 
Gen. Barnum of Now York 
offered a substitute to the effect that not­ 
withstanding tho assaults of qn uufriendly 
press tho encampment declared its belief 
in the integrity of Tanner and its approval 
of his efforts to do all for the soldiers and 
sailors that the law will allow. 
A delegate from Minnesota said he 
would no more dare to go hack to tho 
soldiers of his State after harming a hair 
of Tanner’s head than to ride through a 
band of Sioux Indians with their war 
paint on. 
He urged the encampment to 
stand up to the rack and say that the 
Grand Army of tho Republic will stand 
by Tanner until something wrong is < lear- 
ly proven against him. 
Tenner Endowed. 
T After further and rather acrimonious 
discussion of the Tanner resolution the 
encampment adjourned until 3 o’clock 
At the afternoon session Barnum's substi­ 
tute was redrafted to read as follows: 
“That we thank President Harrison for 
the appointment of our comrade, James 
Tanner, as commissioner of pensions, and 
that, notwithstanding the assault made on 
him, we declare our complete confidence 
in his integrity and our approval of ids 
endeavors to do all that can be done under 
the laws for the veterans of the war; and, 
in c nnection with him, we ask a full in­ 
vestigation of his administration of the 
affairs of the pension bureau. ’ ’ 
It was adopted under susj>ensiou of the 
rules unanimously amid great cheering. 
The next important measure brought up 
was in relation to the pension of widows. 
A resolution was introduced declaring that 
the pension law should bo so changed that 
the widows of Union soldiers might marry 
again and not forfeit their pensions. 
Tho 
resolution was cheered by a portion of tho 
assemblage only. 
Thomas of Illinois was 
opposed to it and Corporal Tanner warmly 
supported the bill. 
A heated debate en­ 
sued between Tanner and Thomas of Illi­ 
nois, and Thomas used 
very 
strong 
language against the corporal. 
A vote 
was finally taken and the resolution was 
laid on the table by a big majority. 
This 
was in accordance with the recommenda­ 
tion of the committee on resolutions. 
Tho 
desertion clause was discussed at length, 
but no action was taken.

S treator, 111., Aug. SO.—It is probable 
th at the strike which has existed among 
the coal miners of I he entire northern 
Illinois mining district since May I will 
very soon be declared at an end. 
The 
miners every where have grown tired of it 
aud are willing, even anxious, t > make 
concessions. 
The operators realize that 
unless soino understanding is arrived at 
very soon there will be no uso trying to 
secure contracts for the winter, and they 
are now willing to meet tho men half­ 
way; in fact, to do almost anything within 
reason that tho strike may be declared at 
an end and the mines reopened. 
A convention of delegates representing 
nearly every town in the disarict, was in 
session in this city Thursday trying to 
reach some understanding, but nothing of 
importance has been done aside from pass­ 
ing a few resolutions and hearing reports 
from the various district executive boards. 
The operators are willing to pay 72^ cents 
per ton, and in order to seach a settlement 
may accede to the demands of the mon for 
a semi-monthly pay day. and it is possible 
that with this concession the long-fought 
battle may close. 
During the last few weeks the business 
and professional men of Streator have 
taken very active steps toward a settle­ 
ment of the difficulties and though tho 
sessions of the convention are held with 
locked doors one or two business mon were 
permitted to speak and thoroughly explain 
the situation as they understood it.

second Day of th e A m erican B ar Asso­ 
c iatio n ’* A nnual M eeting. 
C hicago, Aug. HO.—The Am erican Bar 
association met again T hursday and lis­ 
tened to the annual address of Prof. B ald­ 
win of the Yale College Law School, on 
the ‘‘Centenary of Modern G overnm ent.” 
In the course of his address Prof. Baldwin 
said: 
“ A centenary of m odern governm ent is 
closed. 
A hundred years to come, this 
association may be called upon to com ­ 
m em orate its bi-ceutenary. 
This country, 
w ith a population now exceeding th a t of 
any E uropean power but Russia, m ay not 
im probably have then one as large as all 
of them combined. 
It will have bad new 
perils to meet, a larg er life to live, a 
greater w ork to do. 
“ W e have taken up tho ideas of ’89 and 
advanced them. 
W e have taken religious 
freedom from the N ational Constitution 
and put it. into our S tate Constitutions 
also 
W e have widened suffrage, 
im ­ 
proved its methods, set guards to the power 
of the m ajority. 
W e have advanced and 
extended public education. 
“ We have carried hum an ch arity —in its 
w idest sense—farth er than it was over 
pushed in any age or land before. 
We 
have struck 
hands with other nations in 
honest and successful efforts to m ake tho 
whole world better. 
The slave trade has 
fallen by our aid. 
Internaiiouul arb itra­ 
tion, instead of w ar, has had its noblest 
illustration in the last few years of A m er­ 
ican history. 
Tho rig h t of choosing one’s 
ow n sovereign—of voluntary expatriation 
— we have made, throughout the earth, 
free to every m an who has loft his native 
land.” 
R eports of the several com m ittees woro 
subm itted, 
am ong them ono by the com ­ 
m ittee on jurisprudence and law and re ­ 
form, to whom the follow ing resolution 
had been referred: 
“ Resolved, T hat in view of the grow ing 
evil of hasty and ill-considered legislation, 
and defective phraseology in tho statute 
law , this association recommends tho adop­ 
tion by the several States of a perm anent 
system by which the im portant duty of re ­ 
vising and m aturing acts Introduced into 
le g isla tu res shall be intrusted to com ­ 
petent officers, either by the creation of 
special commissions or com mittees of re ­ 
vision, or by devolving the duty upon the 
attorney general of the S tate .” 
The com m ittee on com mercial law also 
subm itted rep o rt as to bankruptcy bill. 
Discussion followed and tho association 
adjourned for dinner. 
In tho afternoon tho law yers made 
a visit to Pullm an and a t the session papers 
were read on “ Interstate Debts, Credits and 
C ollections,” 
“ A N ational B ankruptcy 
S ystem ,” 
and “ U niform ity of Com m er­ 
cial P ap er in In terstate T ransactions.”

to Leave H om e W ith Ulm . 
L os A ngeles, C a l, Aug. Sd.—There is 
g re a t excitem ent a t San Ju a n C apistrino 
over tho kidnaping of a young girl nam ed 
M arie Robona by a noted bandit known as 
S ylvester Morales. 
The girl is 17 years 
of age. 
M orales was seen carry in g her off 
on horseback, and a vigorous p u rsu it was 
organized. 
The b an d it’s horse gave out and he e n ­ 
tered tho stable of H enry Charles, ono of 
th e w ealthiest men in tho county, intend­ 
ing to steal a horse. 
C harles was in the 
stable and was shot doad. 
Tho fath er of 
the girl accom panied the officers to tho 
scene of the m urder to endeavor to find 
some trace of his daughter. 
He said tho 
girl had never seen M orales until last 
W ednesday night, when ho came to tho 
house a t San Dieuquito, fifty miles north 
of San Diego, and entered tho house whero 
she was in bed. 
He drew a six shooter 
and com pelled hor to dress, m ount a horse, 
and ride aw ay w ith him. 
Thursday a fte r­ 
noon M orales rode to tho door of a store 
in Vista, San Diego county, leaving tho 
girl and horse, while he

Friday they wero seen going tow ard San

No fu rth er clew to tho bandit’s where­ 
abouts was found until Sunday afternoon, 
whon M orales rode through Sau Fernando, 
several milos n o rth of tho sceno of S a tu r­ 
d a y ’s tragedy.

Other stories about Mrs. McDonald's 
temper are current. 
It is related that 
upon ono occasion some years ago, when 
the police were making a raid upon her 
husband’s gambling house at 178 Clark 
street, over which sne was then living, she 
confronted the officers with a pistol in her 
hand and fired twice 
them, fortunately 
without effect. 
Later she became almost 
insanely jealous of a young woman who 
went to the theater with Mr. McDonald 
and his sister-in-law and beat her. 
She 
produced a pistol again upon this occasion, 
but did not shoot. 
Mrs. McDonald’s maiden namo 
was 
Noohan. 
Her mother still lives at Tiffin, 
Ohio, and was terribly shocked when she 
heard of the disgraceful affair. 
When 
asked for a history of her daughter she 
said: “Mary Noonan was born in New 
York State in November, 1847, and is 42 
years old. 
When she was 2 years old we 
moved to Tiffin, where I havo resided most 
of the time since. 
Bho was a passionate 
child with a fiery temper, kid she gave us 
6ome trouble. 
When not quite 17 yoars 
old she was on a visit to Cleveland, where 
she met a Catholic priest, the Rev. Father 
Noonan, who claimed to be a distant rela­ 
tive, and he induced bef to go to Chicago, 
whero he secured her a situation. Sho also 
mot M. C. McDonald in Cleveland, and 
the acquaintance was renewed in Chicago, 
and in 1864 they were united in marriage 
at St. Mary’s Catholic church. 
Father 
Rooney performed the ceremony. Though 
her passionate temper caused many quar­ 
rels, she bos lived happily with her hus­ 
band.” 
Mrs. McDonald, according to tho ac­ 
counts of old residents, in ber time was the 
handsomest girl in that part of the State. 
Joseph Moysant, tho faithless priest, is 
28 years old. 
He is a well*mode, finely 
built man, very musoular, rather foppish 
Sn his dress, and very particular about the 
quality and condition of his linen. He was 
born at Aurora, IIL, in 1661, and was 
educated at the seminary at Bourbonnais. 
He was ordained priest In 1887 and imme­ 
diately assigned to service in Chicago, 


where he actei as curate in the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception. 
Thence he 
was transferred to Notre Dame. 
Up to 
this time he had an excellent character, 
but, as stated above, rumors began to 
circulate and he was soon in disgrace. 
Before he was silenced, however, ho was 
sent to relievo Father Tracy at S t Pat­ 
rick’s church in Dixon, HL, and hero the 
first open scandal occurred. All went very 
pleasantly there until about tho last of 
July of this year, when a lady friend from 
Chicago came to see him.

at the Waverly] house. 
She staid there

Health Officer W. H. Rainier sub­ 
mitted a report concerning the condition 
of tbe water as now furnished by tbe 
Janesville Water Co., at tbe same time 
illustrating bis report by submitting sev­ 
eral samples of water taken from the fire 
aydiants at .different points in tho city. 
n this report Dr. Palmer Lays: 
•’ In each case when tho hydrant was 
opened the water emitted an offensive 
odor; at first it was deeply colored 
'w ith mud, then iron rn-I, becoming 
* clearer according to the time the water 
was allowed to flow. Tbe specimens 
‘ were all taken after tne water had been 
“ allowed to flow with a good head for 
“ tbe space of one minute and a half. 
In my opinion this examination dem- 
“ onstrates that tbe water as now fur- 
* nished by tbe Janesville Water Co. is 
* not “pure and wholesome,” but nee 
“ been allowed to remain in tbe water 
“ pipes stagnant, until it bap become nn- 
“ fit for domestic use.” 
Tbe language is plain tad strong, and 
coming from one who ba* charge of tbe 
sanitary condition of tbe city, is entitled 
to serious consideration and prompt ac­ 
tion on the part of tbe counoil. 
From personal observation and inspect 
tion, the Gazette is of tbe opinion that 
Dr. Palmer bos not misstated or exag­ 
gerated tbe condition of tho water. That 
the water is purer and dearer in certain 
localities, there oau be no dispute. 
For 
instance, on th 3 direct line between tbe 
pumps and tbe stand-pipe, or in tbe di- 
r^otiou from tbe stand-pipe to tbe local­ 
ities where most water is drawn, currents 
are formed, and if there is any pure water 
it 
will 
be 
found 
on 
this 
line. 
By 
opening a 
hydrant here 
and 
there, 
new 
currents 
are 
formed, tbe direction of tbe water-flow 
is changed for a time, and tbe stagnant 
water reetmg in some parts is moved 
aloLg aud water consumers receive a 
bane tit.

HIGHWAYS. 
The terre r to hones, tbe steam thresh­ 
er, is ut w fiequently met with on the 
highways. Not one horse in twenty is 
safe iwhen anywhere near these great 
black, noisy machines, end tho legisla­ 
ture Las passed a law to prole**! tbe 
horses. Tbe owner of a steam thresher 
is required to stop bis machine at least 
one hundred yards distant when meeting 
any perscu going in tbe oppct-ite direc­ 
tion with horses cr any other animals. 
He shall also keep a “ trusty” man not 
less thau fifty yards or more than one 
hundred yards in front of bis machine to 
absist any person whcee team may be 
frightened. It is also against tbe law to 
blow tho whittle on the highway. There 
are other conditions in tbe law, but those 
relating to personal accidents is sufficient 
ftt this time.
